HIGHER WAGES; MORE BUYING 

Henry Ford proposes to fight depres- 
sion by raising the pay of his employees 
$20,000,000 a year; arguing that the way 
to create a market for more products is 
to give people the means with which to 
buy more products. Other leaders of in- 
dustry in the United States are talking in 
the same strain, and there is a prospect 
of a somewhat general decision to try the 
experiment, 

In other words, it seems to have dawn- 
ed upon the hard-boiled men of affairs 
that it may be good business, as well as 
good morals, to “Do unto others as ye 
would that they should do unto you” in 
the matter of paying wages. If the re- 
sults of the experiment support that view, 
and avert the threatened depression from 
the manufacturing interests of the United 
States, the “golden rule” is fated to short- 
ly become more popular in industrial cir- 
cles than it has ever been. 


GRAIN RATES PROFITABLE 

The gross earnings of the two trans- 
continental railway systems for the 
months of September and October show 
a decrease of $16,862,416 from the fig- 
ures of last year. The net earnings for 
the same months are down by $9,805,147. 
The chief factor in causing this slump in 
profits is admitted to be that the west has 
less grain to haul out this season than 
last. During the two months there were 
87,000 fewer cars loaded with grain on the 
western lines than in the corresponding 
months a year ago. 

This is pretty substantial proof that 
the freight rates on grain, based on the 
Crow’s Nest agreement, are profitable to 
the railways. Otherwise, the less grain 
the railways hauled the better off they 
would be. Reasonable people will welcome 
this assurance that in demanding the re- 
storation of the Crow’s Nest rates the 
public did not impose ruinous injustice 
upon the transportation companies, de- 
spite the forebodings of railway lawyers 
when that branch of the subject was be- 
fore the Railway Commission, 


THE CAMPAIGN MEETING 


Some less strenuous and more sensible 
arrangement in regard to the holding of 
municipal election meetings in Edmonton 
should be devised before another cam- 
paign comes around. The meetings during 
the last week have been more in the na- 
ture of rapid-fire entertainments than de- 
liberate discussions of important civic 
issues. With any number up to a couple of 
dozen candidates trying to address an 
audience in one evening, the proceedings 
naturally take on somewhat the charac- 
ter of a Donnybrook fair of oratory. 

An arrangement of this kind is fair to 
neither the candidate nor the voters. In 
five minutes of talking against the clock 
a candidate has no reasonable opportun- 
ity to develop his theme in any complete 
way; and the hearer carries home from 
one of these talk-fests a head full of half- 
stated and badly-understood ideas, which 
as likely as not he credits or charges to 
the wrong parties. If election meetings 
are to be instructive and thought-provok- 
ing, there ought to be more meetings and 
fower speakers per meeting. 


A LEAD FOR ALBERTA 


The Government of British Columbia 
evidently believes in advertising. It has 
‘ust issued the “British Columbia manual” 
for 1929, a large sized booklet, well print- 
ed and arranged, in which is to be found 
up-to-date information on every subject 
from the history of the province to radio 
stations, and from scenery to salmon fish- 
ing, agriculture and educational facilities. 

The book was probably designed for 
distribution abroad, as a means of at- 
tracting tourists and encouraging immi- 


rcsidents generally who like to have at 
hand the facts and figures as to the re- 
sources of their province, the conditions 
which prevail and the progress that is be- 
ing made. 


Alberta should have a manual built on | 


similar lines, carefully compiled, and re- 
viscd every year. Thousands of Albertans 
would find such a handbook both interest- 
ing and of practical value, while it would 
provide a source from which outsiders 
could secure reliable information as to 
the opportunities which exist here for 
sight-seeing, profitable investment, suc- 
cessful farming, the carrying on of busi- 
ness, and the ecarnimg of wages and 
salaries.

Before me@ are two editorials of 
leading New York papers bemoaning 
this “senseless sacrifice.” There 1s, 
of course, much more involved in the 
financial situation than this. Stocks 
can be and doubtless are manipulated 
by special interests; and large block 
buyers and sellers can influence 
values. But, as in other matters, the 
mass judgment weakens the individua) 
decision. The investor hastens to do 
what others do, hoping to avert more 
serious disaster. As in a theatre fire, 
fright is contagious; so also in a 
financial panic. 

The same tendency sends prices up 
or down, What many want must be 
exceptionally desirable; what many 
want to dispose of must be undesir- 
able. But no one can predict in 
what ¢lrection the mass movement 
will grow, nor to what proportions. 
Fangee and investor are equally baf- 

led. 

The lesson of it all is the complex- 
ity and hence unpredictability of in- 
dividual decisions when affected by a 
mass psychology. How vain and 
almost absurd seems the claim of the 
behaviorist, that eventually human 
behavior will be predictable. All we 
nedd know js the r ay of stimull, 
and the response follows. Psychology 
on the human scale offers no such 
simple solutions. We are fearfully and 
wonderfully made, and mostly s0 in 
this unpredictable relation of socially 
imitative behavior. We are like sheep, 
but most complicated orders of sheep.

For our best accounts of life in the 
gay England of the eighteenth cen- 
tury we must go to the writings of 
Horace Walpole Here we learn that 
women almost kept pace with men in 
extravagant merry-making, particu- 
Jarly in gambling. 

One of Walpole’s anecdotes con- 
cerns a certain Caroline Vernon, who, 
playing at Martindale's, lost 200 
pounds at faro. She asked him to 
mark it up. “I'd rather have a draft 
on your banker,” he replied, upon 
eich she said, “Oh, you shall have 
G,"* 

She wrote the draft, and being busy, 
he aid not look at it but stuck it care- 
lessly in his pocket. The next morn- 
ing he dropped into the bank, lest all 
the lady's money should be drawn out.

months ,investigation showed 

“If you must eat in a high-class 
restaurant don't eat with your knife,” 
warned Dr, G, A. Koehler, who has 
been investigating the sodium cyanide 
poisonings, “A dose of the sodium 
cyanide is enough to make one ill, 
Each plece of silver brought to the 
mouth carries a dose, If you eat with 
your knife you may die.” 

The Health Department, reporting 
tts investigation of the 400 cases, urged 
every restaurant owner, hotel owner, | 
club manager or steward and house- | 
wife to see that silver polish {s care- 
puny rinsed off silverware after polish- 
ng. 
There is no danger, according to the 
investigators, if the polish is rinsed | 


off. Last week, however, thirty-two | 
diners at a prominent club manifested 
acute symptoms of disorder and were 


so ill that physicians were called. The 
last previous wholesale polsoning was 
November 7, when seventeen of forty
